The  report 
set  forth  the  fact  that  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist ..  Convention  has  asked  Southern  Bap- 
tists to  raise  during  this  year  $7.V>,nnO.  Mis- 
sissippi is  asked  to  give  $4Ti.000  of  this 
amount. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Smith,  edit.irial  secretary  of 
the  horeign  Mission  Board,  made  an  excel- 
lent address  on  the  Foreign  Mission  work. 
He  insisted  that  we  must  increase  our  gifts 
to  this  work,  to  send  additional  workers  t> 
reinforce  those  already  on  the  field  and  to 
enter  newly  opened  doors.  Rev.  J.  N.  Me- 
Millin  nnd  Geo.  A\  bitfield  also  spoke  to  this 
great  question.  • 

The  Orphanage  received  due  attention, 
and  a collection  was  taken  and  con-

The  Evangelistic  Conference. 

Our  two  evangelists.  E.  D.  Soloman  nnd 
Otto  Bomber,  made  exceptionally  fine  ad- 
dresses on  the  evangelist  nnd  evangelism 
After  «ome  introductory  remarks  by  pastor 
R-.  TT.  Tandy,  putting  buoyancy  nnd  hope 
into  the  meeting,  two  prayers  were  offered, 
one  bv  Martin  Ball  nnd  one  hv  E.  Ti.  Wes- 
son. TTo  emphasized  the  function  of  pastor- 
evangelist.  Every  pastor  is  an  evangelist 
in  some  measure.  The  X’nlue  of  the  human 
soul  should  he  kept  in  mind.  Tt  is  very 
difficult  to  maintain  an  evangelistic  spirit 
nnd  costs  much  in  mans'  ways  to  the  pastor. 
..The,  evangelist  must  study  the  hook,  other 
good  hooks  on  evangelism,  he  given  to  pray- 
er nnd  keep  everlnsfinglv  at  work. 

Bro.  Bnmher  spoke  with  great  force  nnd 
earnestness,  emphasizing  opr  present  nppor* 
f unity  in  saving  the  lost.  There  seems  to 
he  a growing  feeling  and  effort  for  enlarged 
spiritual  power.  If  a ehnreh  would  hold  its 
grip  on  the  world,  it  must  keep  its  house 
elean.  The  ehurehes  must  have  a vision  of 
the  work.  Tt  is  enmparatively  ensv  for  an 
intelligent  educated  man  to  preach  n well- 
arranged  literarv  sermon,  hut  if  yon  would 
reach  the  world,  it  will  cost  von  much.  Tf

Dr  Eaton  was  an  unusually  distinct  |h>-. 
_ soiialhy.  That  personality  was  the  ppjdm-t 
of  some  rare  and  striking  factors,  a tri«ef 
incomparable  trinities. 

He  was  A genuine  friend,  he  was  a great 
preacher  and  he  was  a strong  writer.  Then 
he  stood  for  sound  doctrine,  for  clean  and 
courteous  journalism,  and  foii  honest  ami 
safe  progress.  He  was  the  embodiment  .>/’ 
segaoious  foresight,  of  clean  wit.  and  i,f 
forceful  and  effective  expression. 

On  account  of  these  things  he  was  al- 
ways  the  safe  counselor,  the  ready  helper 
and  tin1  matchless  leader. 

T he  place  of  such  a man  can  only  lie  filled 
by  his  own  monument  and  memorial  record 
which  will  continue  to  influence  mankind 
for  truth  and  righteousness  while  the  mem- 
ory of  heroic  lives  and  manly  deeds  linger 
in  and  inspire  human  thought.  He  lias 
fought  the  good  fight  of  faith,  he  has  fin- 
ished n glorious  course  and  has  entered  int.» 
his  eternal  joy. 

Dn  this  account  the  children  of  the  vwi- 
hie  kingdom  mourn  hut  the  angels  and  glo- 
rified saints  rejoice  ami  the  activities  of 
heaven  no  doubt  have  been  largely  rein- 
forced and  |*crccptih|y  accelerated.

in  certain  directions  that  the  world,  the 
flesh,  and  the  devil  are  doing,  in  object  in  4 
to  my  removing  false  ideas  of  the  ministry. 
I tried  to  show  clearly  that  I thought  Bro. 
Riley  hpd  not  thought  his  problem  through 
and  hnd  not  seen  its  hearings  fully,  and  I 
still  think  so.  I do  not  doubt  that  he  is 
amiable,  a Christian,  and  a brother  worthy 
in  every  sense  of  the  word.  I think  his  error 
is  an  error  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart. 
Surely  he  cannot  object  to  a man’s  pointing 
out  the  legitimate  implications  of  his  argu- 
ments. nor  can  he  possibly  claim  that  reply- 
ing to  ^iis  arguments  Is  an  attack  on  him 
personally.  Let  me  assure  him  of  my 
highest  esteem,  and  permit  me  to  say  that 
if  there  is  anything  in  my  article  that  sav- 
ours of  unkindness,  it  was  not  so  intended. 
If  he  will  bear  in  mind  one  simple  distinc- 
tion, that  heween  an  argument  and  a reply 
to  an  argument  on  the  one  hand. -and  reflec- 
tions on  a man's  personal  character  on  the 
other,  he  will  not  he  able  to  complain  of 
mv  article  as  he  has  done.  There  is  no  need 
'or  further  comment  on  the  issues  involved. 

I wrote  in  the  first  instrnee  more  to  correct 

a prevalent  error  than  to  replv  to  Brothel 
Riley.

Jrd.  The  Attendant  Circumstances  of  this 
Tragic  Scene. 

1.  The  exact  location  of  the  garden  of 
Gethsemane  is  a matter  of  doubt,  anil  per- 
haps it  is  not  a question  of  vital  import- 
ance, though  the  feeling  of  absolute  certain- 
ty would  add  miiidi  to  the  pleasure  of  thou* 
sands  of  earnest  travelers  who  seek  to  stand 
upon  the  exact  spot,  where  once  jay  pros- . 
trate.  in  agony  and  prayer  the  Son  of  God. 

It  was  possibly  one  half-mile  beyond  the 
walls  of  the  city,  an  enclosure,  where  Jesus 
was  a er unturned  to  repair  with  his  disciples. 
The  very  name  Gethsemane.  meaning  an  oil 
press,  is  suggestive  of  an  abundant  growth 
of  the  olive,  whose  spreading  branches  offer- 
ed a quiet  retreat  for  those  who  cared  to 
withdraw  from  the  noise  and  toil  and  moil 
of  the  biisv  streets,  and  rest  or  engage  in 
quiet  meditation  and  prayer.  Kdernheim 
says:  “It  whs  a quiet  resting  place,  for  re- 
tirement, prayer,  perhaps  sleep  and  a tryst- 
ing  place  also  where  not  only  the  twelve, 
but  others' duo  may  have  been  wont  t" 
meet  the  Master.”  Farrar  says,  ‘‘Although 
the  exact  spot  cannot  he  determined  with 
certainly  the  general  position  oMlethsemr- 
ne  is  dear,  and  then,  as  now,  th, ‘checkering 
moonlight,  the  grey  leaves,  the  dark  brown 
trunks,  the  soft-green  sward,  the  ravine, 
with  (Rivet  towering  over  it  to  the  east- 
ward. and  Jerusalem  to  the  west,  must  have 
been  the  general  features  of  tlu  place,  which 
must  be  regnrded  with  undying  interest 
while  Time  shall  be.  as  the  place  where  tlm 
Saviour  of  mankind  entered  alone  into  the 
Valley  of  the  Shaddow.  ’ ’ And  it  was  night

“First.  The  evangelical  churches  of 
.^n  erica  must  adopt  larger  missionary  plan* 
and  provide  more  adequate  means  for  Chris- 
tianizing our  immigrant  populations.  Many 
of  these  people  are  densely  ignorant  and fc 
practically  pagan.  We  must  assimilate  them 
into  the  spiritual  and  social  life  of  the  na- 
tion. or  else  they  will  paganize  our  fair  lam). 

“Second.  While  planning  greater  enter- 
prise* for  the  evangelization  of  the  immi- 
grant forces  from  other  countries  we  had 
better  show  larger  Christian  statesmanship 
in  dealing  with  the  laboring  population  we 
already  have.  If  a tithe  of  the  energy  jdiv 
played  in  bemeaning  the  negro  was  exerted 
in  his  improvement  and  elevation,  we  could 
make  of  him  a far  more  useful  faetor  in  the 
industrial  and  civil  life  of  our  country.  In- 
stead of  railing  into  co-operation  the  best 
of  the  rare  to  assist  in  the  improvement  of 
all,  the  poliey  of  some  is  to  deny*  that  any 
arevapnble  of  good,  ami  to  denounce  all  us 
equally  guilty  of  every  posxihle  crime.  Tie* 
splendid  fidelity  of  the  loyal  and  faithful 
-ones  who  wrote  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  pathetic  chapters  in  the  history  of  the 
South— defending  and  providing  for  our 
mothers  when  our  fathers  were  at  the  front 
of  battle— count  for  nothing  in  an  indiHcrim- 
iitytr  and  unreasoning  denunciation  of  an* 
entire  race. 

“Ami,  more  to  be  lamented  still,  is  the 
subtle  hut  certain  discounting  ami  repudia*- 
ing  of  the  entire  redemptive  and  uplifting 
power  of  our  Christian  religion.  * The  gospei 
’’is  (or  the  redemption  of  the  world,  but  an 
inaidion*  skepticism  is  being  taught  the  pen--, 
pie  that  would  exclude  the  negro  from  any 
part  or  lot  in  the  great  plan  of  salvation.  A 
diH*trine  that  shut*  the  enrthly  door  of  hope 
in  the  face  of  any*  human  being,  will  also 
close  to  him  the  gate*  of  heaven,  and  deny 
the  teaching*  of  the  Man  ohAialilee.  More 
to  Ih*  deplored  than  the  complexity  of  any 
|Kilitieal  question  or  racial  problem  or  indus- 
trial condition,  is  the  infidelity  that  would 
discrown  the  Son  of  God,  and  fatally  limit 
His  gospel  as  the  hope  of  the  world.  As 
Methodists,  we  honor  the  memory  and  labors 
of  Bishop  Capers,  Bishop  James  8.  Andrew, 
Dr.  Lovick  Pierce,  and  others  who  have 
founded  missions  to  the  slaves  and  helped 
to  write  some  of  the  brightest  pages  in  the 
missionary  history  of  the  church;  hut  now 
we  are  asked  "to  repudiate  that  history, 
spurn  those  precious  memories,  and  deny  to 
the  negro  any  part  in  the  redemptive  scheme 
of  Christianity.  More  pernicious  than  racial 
prejudice. is  the  rank  infideltv  that  would 
exclude  any  human  beings  from  the  possi- 
bility of  salvation  through  Jesus  Christ.  It 
ia  high  time  for  usjo  study  anew  our  Lord'a 
commission,  and  our  sacred  mission  to  the 
world.  Shall  we  stand  idly*  by*  and  see  our 
holy  religion  denounced  as  inadequate  t*» 
the  world's  need!  lias  not  the  hour  arrived 
for  ua^to  proclaim  aloud  that  we  believe 
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in  a Saviour  who  hears  every  orphan-cry  of 
humanity,  in  every  quarter  of  the  world, 
and  from  every*  tribe  of  earth.  Our  Ix>r.l 
is  a world  redeemer,  or  He  is  no  redeemer. 
If  He  has  not  the  jrower  to  save  to  the  utter- 
most. He  has  no  redeeming  power  at  ail. 
The  Christ  of  a single  race  is  not  worthy 
of  the  praise  of  a single  heart,  and  hasn'. 
power  to  save  a single  soul.  * 

“My  appeal  to  the  Christian  people,  and 
especially  to  the  Methodist  people,  is  to 
come  back  to  the  simple  faith  of  our  fathers 
— faith  in  our  Holy  Bible  and  faith  in  a 
gospel  that  can  lift  up  the  fallen  and  pnrify 
the  soul  from  sin.  Our  prayer  should  be 
for  a deliverance  from  a pernicious  and 
poisonous  infidelity  that  threatens  the  in- 
tegrity of  our  Christian  religion  and  would 
fatally  limit  its  imperial  mission  to  tin* 
world.  As  ministers  of  the  gospel  let  us 
seek  opportunities  to  preach  to  these  people 
and  give  encouragement  to  the  uplifting  of 
the  church  and  Christian  school.  As  laymen, 
let  us  show  forth  the  spirit  of  the  Christ  in 
kindly  helpfulness,  spiritual  sympathy,  deal- 
ing justly,  ami.  above  all.  setting  before 
them  examples  of  Christian  purity*  and  fidel- 
ity. Fiike  our  fathers  of  precious  memory 
and  a|Histolie  spirit,  let  us  try  the  persua- 
sions of  kindness  and  charity,  anil  discour- 
age the  policy  of  hate  and  abuse  which  only 
engenders  strife  and  feeds  resentment. 
While  insisting  upon  the  s|M*edy  and  terrible 
punishment  of  criminality,  by  the  process* -* 
of  the  law,  let  us  labor,  like  our  Master, 
to  sijw  the  seeds  of  life  that  will  produce  a 
tifferent  and  divine  harvest.  If,  in  this  vital 
matter,  we  determine  to  know  nothing  hut 
Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  and  main- 
tain His  spirit  in  all  our  work  of  faith  ami 
labor  of  love,  we  will  soon  hail  the  dawn 
of  a brghter  day  in  all  our  Southern  land 
“As  one  of  the  most  distinguished  men  in 
the  South  has  recently  Baid,  ‘what  we  should 
concern  ourselves  about  is  the  negro's  moral 
ami  spiritual  welfare.  If  by  our  treatment 
of  him  we  can  make  him  a moral,  upright. 
God-fearing  man,  the  race  problem  will  Ih* 
solved.  There  would  be  no  race  problem 
now  if  there  were  not  a whole  lot  of  mean 
negroes  scattered  about  n the  same  com- 
munity wth  a whole  lot  of  mean  white 
folks.  The  question  before  good  negroes  ami 
good  white  people  now  is,  how  to  get  rid 
of  what  is  bad  and  wrong  in  both  rn<*'  * 
The  only  remedy  is  not  a new  one.  It  is  the 
old  and  ever  modern  religion  of  our  Imnl 
Jesus  Christ.  This  consists  in  loving  God 
with  all  one’s  heart  and  one’s  neighbor  «*

n bath  of  weak  soda  Water  and 
then  rubbing  the  * mIm  over  the 
hives  and  soda  moistened  is  good 
for  bee  stings,  and  a strong  solu- 
tion of  baking  soda  and  water  ’s 
a good  remedy  for  ivy  poison. 
Bathing  the  feet  often  ia  stimmci 
is  essential  to  their  comfort,  and 
it  is  wise  to  toughen  the  skin  as 
well  as  cleanse  it  and  a little 
alum  added  to  the  fiMit  hath  will 
give  much  relief  for  tedder  feet.
